The Massachusetts Silver Democrats j 


in State Convention nominated the 
sterling silver man ex-Congressman 
F. Williams for Governor, and en- 
dorsed the Chicago platform and Wil- 
liam J. Bryan. 
A resolution that tbo 


Silver Democrats will welcome to their 
ranks all supporters of the Chicago 
platform, and will have no political 
fellowship with those who do not sup- 
port it, was unanimously adopted. 


The platform declares that "whether 


it is judicious to abandon half of tho 
money in the world, is the supreme 
question." 
The demonetization of sil- 


ver began in 1873, has been a potent 
and iao leasing factor in the disastrous 
depression of the last twenty years, 
not uniform, but with ups and downs, 
each ievel being lower than the preced- 
ing one. Gold has appreciated in par- 
chasing power, demoralizing the pro- 
dacing classes with paralysis of trade 
through falling prices, and is the cause 
of the unemployment of < labor and- the 
reduction of wages. 


The platform emphatically demands 


the remonotization of silver at the 
ratio to gold of 16 to 1, which would 
increase the demand for silver and re- 
dace the demand for gold so that the 
two would meet and remain at parity, 
and the paralyzing battle of the stand- 
ards c«ase and the world enter upon a 
period of assured prosperity. 
The 


greenbacks issued by the Government 
have proved tfte country's best paper 
money, and should not be cancelled, as 
there can be no privilege more danger- 
ons than the control of our currency 
supply by private bankers. 


A plank condemning government by 


injunction waa adopted as was also a 
resolution characterizing the Dingley 
tariff as a "measure ouaoted on the itn- 
perUun demands of the corporations 
which contributed to the scandalous 
Banna fund." 


It is a hopeful sign to have the silver 


men of Massachusetts, in a convention 
composed of delegates from all parts 
of the State, declare their independ' 
ence and avow their determination to 
have no political fellowship with tbose 
who are not in favor of the free coinage 
of gold and silver at the ratio of 10 to 
1. This proves that the cause of silver 
is advancing, as a few years ago, before 
the general business depression set 
people to thinking, a'tTozen men could 
scarcely be found in any New England 
State who would adopt such a plat- 
form us that which is now unanimously 
indorsed by the Sliver Democrats of 
Massachusetts.

Kansas town differs from villages else- 
where in the United States and presents 
a few interesting- variations from the 
common type, says Atlantic.

largest town in the commonwealth has 
hardly 40,000 inhabitants. Most of the 
county seats in. the eastern, half of the 
state, where the rainfall is copious and 
where crops are bountiful and regular, 
contain about 3,000 persons each. The 
county seat is in the strictest sense a 
country town. The inhabitants live al- 
most entirely upon the tributary coun- 
try. There arc no factories. 
The 


money that the farmers of the county 
spend for food, clothing, fuel"and the 
comforts of the farm home as the cash 
capital upon which the town does its 
business. This capital is passed from 
the grocers to the clothing merchants, 
to the druggists, to the furniture deal- 
ers, to the hardware sellers and to pro- 
fessional men.

DOCTORS AND HEALTH. 


A Claim Hade In Behalf of Glaogo* 


and Some Fact* Concerning It. 
One does not naturally look to Scot- 


land as a source of supply of jokes and

J a population of 853,000, it has only 494 
doctors." Scotch physicians hold a 
high, rank in their profession; fierhips 
the fact should be considered as part 


i of the"joke that with a population! of 
853,000 Glnsg-ow has only 494 doctors. 


There arc in the United States more 


-than 100,000 doctors, and' it has not 
been observed by anybody that the 
death rate is less in those localities 
in° which the number of physicians is 
•small than in those in. which, as in New 
York and in most important northern 
cities, it is large. As a matter of fact, 
and as the official figures show, what 
ever may be the cnse in Glasgow, there 
are actually more physicians in pro- 
portion to the total number of inhab- 
itants in, Scotland-thani in any other 
portion of the United' Kingdom, the 
cumber of physicians and surgeons in 
Scotland being 850 per million inhab- 
itants, to 050 in Ireland and 550 in Eng- 
land. Indeed, there are more physi- 
cians in proportion to the population 
in Scotland than in any other country 
of Europe. In Italy and Russia there 
are fewer than 300 doctors lor each 
million inhabitants; in France, Ger- 
many, Spain, Holland and (Belgium, 
there are from 300 1o 400, It is never 
possible to compute with entire accu- 
racy, however, the number of phy- 
sicians, foi5, in the computations made 
in some countries surgeons are in 
eluded; in other countries they are not. 
Some European countries carry on their 
registerof physicians those employed in 
the army and marine service—physicians 
on men-of-war and on merchantmen; 
others do not. In some recordsdenitists 
are carried as physicians, and in still 
others, though the number is less, vet- 
erinary surgeons are borne 


It is a fact, tho knowledge of winch 


is not. perhaps generally diffused1, that 
under the enlarged New York charter 
the city will be to some extent in tho 
line of succoring the sick. Section 325 
declares that it Shall be the duty of any 
police captain to register in a book 
kept for that purpose the name antl ad- 
drcss of any person flesh ing or need- 
ing medical attendance, mid thereupon 
one of 1he -doctors registered in said 
precinct to forthwith 'to be notified of 
the case requiring attention^ If th-e 
patient pays, well and good; if he 
doesn't, then the physician, is to pre- 
sent his claim to the department of 
'health, which is -to pay the- physician 
three dollars in the case of indigent 
patients.—Tf.
